Congress Set Ss

At. a press conference, Mr, 
Roosevelt said that rubber, tin 
and other commodities might 
prove acceptable repayment for 
American fighting machines sent 
to England and destroyed beyond 
repair by Nazi bombs. The prine 
cipal problem just now, he indi« 
cated, was drafting legislation 
which would assure the return of | 
the implements or their equiva- 
lent in other goods. 

He thought it*would prove pare 
ticularly difficult to include lan« 
guage covering the details of fue 
ture contingencies, and was ine 
clined to believe that genera] pro< 
visions would prove the most 
workable. 

To Discuss Plans. 

A little earlier the President’s 
secretary, Stephen T. Early, told 
reporters that Mr. Roosevelt prob= - 
ably would discuss the lending- 
leasing plan in his annual message 
to the new congress, to be deliv~ 
ered in person on Monday.

Welcome, 1941! 

It is bromidic to state that none can fore- 
tell what the new year will bring. Yet, despite 
the unending mystery that shrouds each future 
day, there are signs and indications that point 

to 1941 as a far better year, in the things that 
‘count, than any of its recent predecessors. 

First and foremost in causes for gratitude 
as 1941 begins, is the speech delivered last 
Sunday night, over the radio, by President 
Roosevelt. For that speech reawakens the true 
spirit of America. It was, for perhaps the first 
time, an honest statement of this country’s po- 
sition and attitude toward the criminal nations 
of the Axis and frankly admitted that, to all 
intents and purposes, we are at war against 
a hateful force which has arisen in the world. 

It is good that America starts the new year 
with frank and honest recognition of world 
facts, that no longer does this nation seek ‘to 
avoid the unavoidable by ostrich-like words 
that don’t make sense. The first step toward 
bettering any condition is frank understanding 
of that condition and frank acknowledgement 
of all the difficulties in the way. 

There are, too, signs and indications from 
overseas that 1941 begins inauspiciously for 
Hitler and his allies. Italy is on the verge of 
disaster, Japan is checkmated in China, and 
even Germany shows signs of desperate resort 
to dangerous moves. 

For the United States, while the people will 
undoubtedly have to sacrifice for the great 
cause, the very urgency of the armament pro- 
gram means that soon the spectre of unem- 
ployment will have left the land. There will be 
jobs for everybody who can and will work, if 
this country is to save herself from the totali- 
tarian menace of national slavery.

There is something of unusual appeal about 
the work being done by the Pilot Club of 
Atlanta on behalf of the patients at Battle Hill 
sanatorium. Perhaps because of the wise intel- 
ligence displayed in the. program and perhaps 
because of the immense value to individuals 
and community alike in the rebuilding of lives 
that have, through no fault of their own, fallen 
upon misfortune. 

Battle Hill sanatorium is, the city hospital 
for those suffering from tuberculosis. Re- 
markable has been its record in the proportion 
of patients cured and strong is the new hope’ 
it holds out for those afflicted who can be 
given quarters there. 

The young women of the Pilot Club have 
provided much valuable equipment for the san- 
atorium. They have, in a very special way, 
made this cause a special responsibility of their 
own. : 

At the present time they are working to 
establish a rehabilitation unit. This is for 
patients who, though the disease has been ar- 
rested, are not physically able to return to 
their former occupation. In. many cases the 
type of work previously done has contributed 
directly to the bringing on of the disease and 
it would be foolhardy to return a cured patient 
into surroundings which would quickly undo 
the cure achieved by vast patience and su- 
preme care. 

It therefore becomes necessary, in such 
cases, to teach the patient a new occupation 
by which he may support himself after he is 
dismissed. from the sanatorium. It is for this 
purpose the Pilot Club is today seeking funds 
for the establishment and upkeep of a re- 
habilitation unit, where such occupations as 
stenography, bookkeeping, telephone operating, 
sewing, salesmanship, watchmaking and repair- 
ing, shoe repairing, carpentry, radio work, etc., 
will be taught. If any have opportunity to 
cor¥ribute to this cause, that opportunity 
should be most gladly embraced.

According to the Agricultural Department 
at Washington, gross farm income for the 
United States in 1940 will be the greatest since 
the boom year of 1929.

With President Roosevelt advocating ‘all out” 
aid for Great Britain in his fireside chat on Sun- 
day, editorial views on the subject of peace and 
war tally are of supreme significance, although, 
as the ARIZONA REPUBLIC of Phoenix says, 
“American ‘opinion concerning the war in Europe 
is as varied as the tastes of Americans.” 

After pointing out that the President “during 
the last campaign unequivocally pledged himself 
to keep this country out of. the European war,” 
the SACRAMENTO BEE finds “An increasing 
number of his countrymen are alarmed lest his 
natural sympathies for the gallant fight now being 
made by the English people may cause him to 
forget that his first duty is to his own country.” 
The BEE adds: “The: President should not com- 
mit our government to policies which inevitably 
would lead us into war as did the gradual aban- 
donment, step by step, of neutrality in 1917.” 
And the SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE feels: 
“We would only play into Hitler’s hands by en- 
tering the war. ,We could not help with the fight- 
ing; we would only be distracted from furnishing 
arms to the British who can do the fighting.” 

Meanwhile, “There are just two reasons for 
the established American policy of aiding Britain 
by economic measures,’ says the CINCINNATI 
ENQUIRER. “One is the belief, shared by vir- 
tually every American, that a British victory is 
essential to American security. The other is the 
belief, a well-founded one, that we are less likely 
to be involved in war if we give the utmost aid 
short of war to the British in good time.”
